The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Waterloo-with-Seaforth  Urban  District  Council* 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  you  with  this,  my  Thirty- 
second  Annual  Report  as  to  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of 
the  District  during  the  past  year.  Appended  you  will  find  the 
Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFIED. 


Forty-five  cases  of  Diseases  of  an  infectious  nature  were  notified 
to  me  in  the  Waterloo  Division  of  the  District.  These  occurred  in 
40  houses;  39  were  treated  in  their  own  homes,  of  which  5  died. 
Six  cases  were  removed  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals, 
Liverpool,  in  which  institutions  1  died. 

In  the  Seaforth  Division  73  cases  were  notified  from  62  houses; 
29  cases  were  nursed  at  home  and  2  died ;  44  cases  were  removed 
to  Hospital,  of  which  1  died. 


The  total  number  in  the  entire  District  was  118  cases  in  102 
houses ;  49  were  removed  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals, 

Liverpool,  and  1  case  to  Mill  Road  Hospital,  West  Derby  Union.

SCARLET  FEVER. 


Twenty-one  cases  of  this  Disease  occurred  in  17  houses  in  the 
Waterloo  Division;  19  were  treated  at  home  and  1  died,  2  cases 
were  removed  to  Hospital  and  recovered. 

In  Seaforth  Division  45  cases  were  notified  from  34  houses ; 
22  of  the  patients  were  nursed  at  home,  and  33  cases  were  removed 
to  Hospital,  and  1  died.

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Four  cases  of  this  Disease  were  notified  from  the  same  number 
of  houses  in  Waterloo  Division;  3  were  treated  at  home  and  1 
died,  one  case  was  removed  to  Hospital  and  died. 

In  Seaforth  Division  9  cases  occurred  in  9  houses ;  3  were 

nursed  at  home  and  6  were  sent  to  Hospital,  no  deaths  occurring. 

The  number  for  the  entire  District  was  13  cases  in  13  houses 
situated  in  different  localities.  Seven  cases  were  removed  to 
Hospital.

I  wish  to  point  out  the  great  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  this  Disease  during  the  past  10  years,  which  I  attribute  in  a 
great  measure  to  the  improved  sanitary  condition  of  the  District, 
such  as  the  abolition  of  privies,  sewer  flushing,  &c.,  and  the  free 
use  of  disinfectants. 


DIPHTHERIA  AND  MEMBRANOUS  GROUP. 

Eight  cases  were  reported  to  me  from  7  houses  in  the  Waterloo 
Division ;  5  were  treated  at  home  and  3  died  ;  3  cases  were  removed 
to  Hospital  and  all  recovered. 

There  were  5  cases  in  5  houses  in  the  Seaforth  Division  ;  2  were 
nursed  at  home,  1  terminating  fatally;  3  were  removed  to  Hospital 
and  recovered. 

Total,  13  cases  and  4  deaths. 

Last  year  there  were  42  cases  of  this  Disease,  resulting  in  9 
deaths,  as  against  13  cases  and  4  deaths  this  year,  which  I  consider 
to  be  a  very  satisfactory  decrease. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 


One  case  of  this  Disease  was  notified  in  the  Seaforth  Division  ; 
the  patient  was  removed  to  the  Workhouse  Hospital,  West  Derby 
Union.  She  was  attended  by  a  duly  qualified  medical  practitioner. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

Twelve  cases  occurred  in  Waterloo  Division,  and  11  in  Seaforth 
Division;  all  recovered. 


MISCELLANEOUS  NOTIFICATIONS. 

Two  notifications  have  been  sent  in  of  Diseases  not  scheduled 
under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act,  viz.:  One  of 
Measles  and  one  of  Tuberculosis.  Inquiries  were  made  in  each 
case,  and  disinfection  carried  out  where  necessary. 
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DIARRHCEA. 

There  is  this  year  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  this 
Disease,  13  being  recorded  as  compared  with  17  last  year.  Of  the 
deaths  which  occurred  this  year  10  were  of  infants  under  1  year. 

The  leaflet  I  prepared  on  “  Advice  on  the  Feeding  and  Rearing 
of  Infants,  and  which  was  ordered  by  the  Committee  to  be 
printed,  was  circulated  in  the  District  early  in  the  year,  a  number 
of  copies  being  left  with  the  Registrar  of  Births  and  with  the 
Mid  wives. 

The  sale  of  Sterilized  Humanized  Milk  lias  been  continued 
throughout  the  year,  and  has  proved  valuable  in  many  cases. 

MIDWIVES  ACT,  1902. 

I  have  been  notified  by  several  Midwives  of  their  intention  to 
practice  in  this  District.  I  acquainted  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  in  each  instance,  as  he  has  this  work  under  his  immediate 
supervision. 


INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself  have  systematically 
inspected  the  District,  and  anything  found  likely  to  cause  sickness 
duly  reported  and  satisfactorily  dealt  with.  The  house-to-house 
inspection  is  still  being  carried  out.  We  have  also  visited  those 
places  where  nuisances  were  reported  to  exist,  a  detailed  account 
of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector's  Report. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

ZYMOTIC  DEATH  RATE. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  District  during  the 
vear  from  Diseases  of  an  infectious  nature  was  25,  which  is  a  death 

j 

rate  of  0"95  per  1,00.0;  11  of  these  were  in  Waterloo  Division,  a 
death  rate  of  0-94,  and  14  in  Seaforth  Division,  a  death  rate  of 
0*97. 


During  1904  53  deaths  were  reported,  giving  a  death  rate  of 
2-04  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.

GENERAL  BIRTH  RATE. 

There  were  692  births  registered  in  the  District  during  the 
past  year,  viz.  : — -366  males  and  326  females,  giving  a  birth  rate 
of  26*52.  Of  these  263  were  in  the  Waterloo  Division,  148  of 
which  were  males  and  115  females,  which  gives  a  birth  rate  in  this 
Division  of  22*50.  In  Seaforth  Division  the  numbers  were  429, 
218  males  and  211  females,  a  birth  rate  of  29*77. 

Last  year  the  births  were  662,  giving  a  birth  rate  of  25*59. 


GENERAL  DEATH  RATE. 

The  deaths  registered  during  the  year  numbered  275,  showing 
a  total  rate  of  mortality  for  the  entire  District  of  10*53  per  1,000 
of  the  estimated  population.  Of  these  119  were  in  Waterloo 
Division,  giving  a  death  rate  of  10*18,  and  156  in  Seaforth  Division, 
a  death  rate  of  10*82. 

In  1904  the  deaths  numbered  314,  giving  a  death  rate  of  12*14 
per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population .

To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Urban  District  Council 

of  W aterloo-with-Seaforth. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  of  the 
work  done  in  the  Sanitary  Department  during  the  year  1905, 
together  with  particulars  of  nuisances  abated  and  improvements 
effected  thereby. 

INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  house  to  house  inspection  has  been  continued,  a  systematic 
inspection  of  the  houses  being  made  in  28  streets  in  both  Divisions 
of  the  District.  Premises  were  visited  upon  complaint  from  private 
persons  and  when  infectious  sickness  occurred  therein.  Also  a 
large  number  of  references  from  the  house  drain  flushers  have  been 
dealt  with,  the  total  number  of  such  inspections  being  1,627, 
which  shows  a  great  increase  as  compared  with  1,112  last  year. 
This  is  chiefly  due  to  the  large  number  of  references  from  the 
flushers. 

NOTICES,  &g.,  SERVED. 

In  consequence  of  the  above  inspections  462  preliminary  notices 
were  served  upon  owners  or  occupiers  to  abate  nuisances  or  carry 
out  some  sanitary  improvement,  most  of  which  received  prompt 
attention.  In  130  instances  nuisances  in  connection  with  162 
houses  were  reported  to  the  Health  Committee,  and  statutory 
notices  ordered  to  be  served,  but  it  was  necessary  to  serve  only  33 
notices,  as  the  nuisances  were  abated  between  the  times  of 
Committee  and  Council  Meetings. 

O 

The  various  premises  were  visited  during  the  progress  of  the 
work,  with  the  object  of  seeing  that  the  notices  were  complied 
with ;  the  number  of  such  re-inspections  being  2,354.  Also  64  letters 
were  written  to  owners,  &c.,  calling  attention  to  notices  which  had 
not  been  complied  with.  I  have  also  had  frequent  interviews  with 
owners,  occupiers,  and  contractors,  in  all  parts  of  the  District, 
relative  to  works  required  to  be  done. 
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SMOKE  TESTING. 

The  smoke  test  has  been  applied  to  the  drains  of  615  houses, 
and  a  large  number  of  defective  connections  of  sanitary  fittings 
with  drains  were  found,  the  particulars  of  which  will  be  found  in 
the  Table  at  the  end  of  Report. 

Forty-one  of  the  tests  were  at  the  expense  of  occupiers  or 
intending  occupiers,  who  were  desirous  of  knowing  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  premises  they  were  interested  in.  After  the 
examination  a  report  was  sent  to  the  persons  who  requested  the 
application  of  the  test. 

DRAINS. 

Five  hundred  and  seventeen  defective  drains  have  been 
repaired,  relaid,  or  reconstructed,  a  large  number  being  discovered 
with  the  aid  of  the  Smoke-machine  at  the  North  end  of  the 
District,  and  at  houses  in  the  streets  on  the  East  side  of  Rawson 
Road,  Seaforth.  A  number  of  these  drains  were  connected  direct 
to  the  sewer  without  the  intervention  of  a  suitable  trap ;  28  dis¬ 
connecting  traps  have  been  fixed;  inlet  ventilation  has  been 
provided  to  104  drains,  and  in  12  instances  outlet  ventilation  has 
been  obtained  by  4in.  shafts  fixed  at  the  head  of  the  drains,  and 
carried  up  above  the  eaves  of  house  roof.  In  one  instance  a  cesspool 
was  abolished  and  the  drains  were  connected  to  the  sewer. 

Sixty-five  choked  drains  have  been  opened  and  cleansed,  and 
90  gullies  fixed  in  lieu  of  defective  gullies  or  mason’s  traps. 

PRIVIES. 

Two  privies  have  been  abolished,  and  in  one  instance  a  water- 
closet  provided,  in  the  other  case  the  privy  was  out  of  use,  and  was 
therefore  entirely  done  away  with,  there  being  sufficient  closet 
accommodation  on  the  premises.  It  was  not  necessary  to  serve 
notices  under  Section  36,  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  as  the  owners 
did  the  work  on  service  of  preliminary  notice. 

WATER  CLOSETS. 

Thirty-two  choked  closets  have  been  opened  and  cleansed, 
while  100  new  basins  and  77  new  traps  have  been  fixed  in  lieu  of 
foul  and  defective  ones.  At  125  premises  defective  roofs,  walls, 
seats,  floors,  &c.,  were  made  good.  A  proper  and  sufficient  flush  of 
water  has  been  provided  to  26  closets,  and  13  closet  cisterns  fixed 
or  repaired;  421  connections  of  flush  pipes  with  closet  basins  have 
been  made  watertight. 

SOIL  PIPES. 

In  one  instance  syphonage  was  found  to  take  place  in  a  soil 
pipe  with  two  closets  fixed  thereon,  causing  offensive  smells. 
Anti-syphon  pipes  were  fixed  to  each  branch,  which  remedied  the 
defect. 
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Ten  soil  pipes  have  been  ventilated  by  4in.  shafts  carried  up  to 
a  safe  point  above  eaves  of  roof,  and  26  soil  or  ventilating  pipes 
were  renewed  and  made  gastight.  In  236  instances  the  joints  of  soil 
or  ventilating  pipes  have  been  made  sound,  and  68  drains  from  such 
pipes  repaired,  while  79  connections  of  soil  or  ventilating  pipes 
with  drains  and  19  connections  of  closet  traps  with  branch  soil 
pipes  have  been  made  good. 

Choked  ventilating  pipes  at  58  premises  have  been  cleared. 

WASTE  PIPES,  &c. 

Untrapped  and  defective  waste  pipes  have  been  trapped  or 
made  sound  in  127  instances,  and  43  lavatory  and  bath  waste  pipes 
have  been  trapped  and  made  to  discharge  separately  in  the  external 
air;  7  choked  waste  pipes  were  cleared.  In  one  instance  a  number 
of  waste  pipes  in  one  house  were  branch  ventilated  to  prevent 
syphonage. 

Twenty-three  rain  water  conductors  have  been  disconnected 
from  soil  pipes  or  drains  and  made  to  discharge  over  trapped 
gullies,  and  62  rain  water  pipes  have  been  made  good. 

New  salt  glazed  stoneware  sinks  have  been  fixed  in  two 
instances. 


FLUSHING  OF  HOUSE  DRAINS. 

The  Surveyor  has  furnished  the  following  particulars  of  the 
work  done  in  his  Department  in  connection  with  the  flushing  of 
house  drains.  The  work  was  commenced  on  August  10th,  1905, 
and  has  been  proceeded  with  continuously  since  that  date. 

In  1,163  instances  drains  were  found  to  be  in  a  choked  con¬ 
dition  and  991  were  cleared  by  the  flushers  at  time  of  visit.  Where 
they  could  not  deal  with  the  chokages,  or  when  other  structural 
defects  were  found,  a  reference  was  made  to  the  Sanitary  Depart¬ 
ment;  the  number  of  such  references  being  1,270. 

It  might  be  mentioned  here  that  a  greater  number  of  drain 
chokages,  which  were  successfully  dealt  with  by  the  flushers,  were 
found  at  houses  of  large  rental,  while  defects  of  a  structural 
character  were  chiefly  discovered  in  the  smaller  houses.

In  addition  to  the  above  a  special  flushing  of  the  drains  was 
done  at  houses  where  there  had  been  infectious  sickness. 
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HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS. 

These  houses  have  been  visited  during  the  year,  116  visits 
being  made,  chiefly  to  houses  on  the  Caradoc  and  Rectory  Estates. 
There  is  an  improvement  in  the  cleanliness  and  ventilation  of  the 
rooms. 

Eighty-two  rooms  have  been  measured,  and  space  sheets, 
together  with  a  copy  of  the  Regulations,  served  upon  the  chief 
occupiers.  In  16  instances  rooms  were  found  to  be  overcrowded, 
and  upon  verbal  or  written  intimation,  the  number  of  occupants 
was  reduced  to  be  in  conformity  with  the  Regulations,  by  bringing 
more  rooms  into  use,  or  by  removal  of  one  of  the  families. 

In  one  house  in  Seaforth  I  found  3  adults  and  4  children 
(2  boys  and  2  girls)  living  and  sleeping  in  one  room,  which  would 
accommodate  1  adult  and  1  child  only.  Both  families  left  the 
house  after  written  notice  of  the  overcrowding. 

Five  houses  have  been  struck  off  the  Register,  as  they  have 
ceased  to  be  sublet,  and  17  have  been  placed  thereon,  bringing  the 
total  number  to  20  houses. 

COWSHEDS,  DAIRIES  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

Six  applications  to  be  registered  as  cowkeepers  or  purveyors  of 
milk  have  been  received,  and  all  of  them  were  granted  after  an 
inspection  of  the  premises. 

The  cowsheds,  dairies,  and  milkshops  have  been  regularly 
visited,  most  of  which  were  found  to  be  in  a  clean  and  sanitary 
condition;  237  visits  were  made  to  the  cowsheds,  and  141  to  the 
dairies  aud  milkshops,  and  in  every  instance  the  limewashing, 
cleansing,  and  other  matters  required  by  the  Regulations  have  been 
done.  Also  all  notices  served  to  remedy  defects  in  connection  with 
the  premises  have  been  complied  with. 

In  two  cowsheds  overcrowding’  was  discovered,  the  owners  were 
warned,  and  they  removed  the  excess  number  of  cows  upon  verbal 
notice. 

There  are  37  cowkeepers  and  purveyors  of  milk  on  the  Register. 

ANTHRAX. 

A  case  of  Anthrax  was  reported  to  have  occurred  in  a  shippon 
in  this  District.  Upon  inquiry  it  was  found  that  the  cow  had  been 
sent  from  Wales,  and  had  been  only  a  few  days  in  the  place,  when 
it  went  off  its  food.  The  occupier  found  the  animal  in  a  very  bad 
condition  one  morning,  and  after  consultation  with  a  local  cow- 
keeper  she  engaged  a  butcher  to  kill  it.  The  carcase  was  sent  to 
Liverpool,  where  it  was  seized  and  destroyed. 
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The  Local  Inspector  under  The  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals) 
Acts  was  informed  of  this,  and  I  met  him  and  the  Veterinary 
Inspector  the  same  evening  at  the  sliippon.  Prompt  measures  were 
taken  to  have  the  place  thoroughly  disinfected  and  the  manure  in 
middenstead  burned. 

The  occupier  did  not  sell  any  of  the  milk  from  the  cows  in  the 
sliippon  until  the  Veterinary  Inspector  had  pronounced  the  place 
free  from  infection. 

I  obtained  a  sample  of  the  milk  sold,  and  submitted  it  to 
Professor  Boyce,  who  certified  it  to  be  free  from  contamination. 


INSPECTION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLY. 


The  food,  &c.,  exposed  for  sale  in  the  District  has  been 
regularly  inspected,  no  seizure  being  made. 


EXAMINATION  OF  FOODSTUFFS. 

During  the  year  I  submitted  51  samples  of  milk,  5  samples  of 
ice-cream,  1  sample  of  cockles,  and  1  of  meat  pie  to  Professor  Boyce 
for  bacteriological  examination,  and  certificates  have  been  received 
with  regard  to  all  of  them,  together  with  12  certificates  which  were 
outstanding  at  the  end  of  1904. 

Milk. — Of  the  12  samples  obtained  last  year,  and  not  reported 
upon,  7  were  obtained  from  local  sources,  in  4  of  which  the  Bacillus 
Coli  Communis  was  found,  the  remaining  3  being  certified  free 
from  contamination. 

Five  samples  were  from  persons  outside  the  District,  3  being 
returned  as  free  from  contamination,  and  in  2  samples  the  Bacillus 
Coli  Communis  was  present. 

In  the  samples  for  this  year,  25  were  from  local  purveyors  and 
26  from  persons  residing  outside  the  District. 

The  Tubercle  Bacillus  was  not  found  in  any  of  the  samples. 
Of  the  25  samples  from  local  sources,  12  were  certified  free  from 
indications  of  contamination,  the  Bacillus  Coli  Communis  was  dis¬ 
covered  in  13  samples,  and  the  Bacillus  Para  Colon  was  in  1 
sample,  while  in  7  instances  the  guinea  pigs  died  before  the  test 
was  complete. 

With  regard  to  the  26  samples  obtained  from  persons  residing 
outside  the  District,  9  were  returned  free  from  indications  of  con¬ 
tamination,  the  Bacillus  Coli  Communis  was  certified  to  be  in  17 
samples,  and  in  3  cases  the  guinea  pigs  died  before  test  was 
complete. 

Ice-cream. — Five  samples  were  submitted,  and  in  3  no  trace 
of  contamination  was  found ;  in  2  the  Bacillus  Coli  Communis  was 
discovered, 
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Cockles. — One  sample  was  obtained  from  a  person  residing 
outside  the  District,  and  the  Bacillus  Enteritidis  Sporogenes  was 
certified  to  be  present. 

Meat  Pie. — This  sample  was  returned  as  free  from  evidence 
of  contamination. 


STERILIZED  HUMANISED  MILK. 

The  sale  of  this  milk  has  been  continued  throughout  the  year, 
and  4,513  baskets,  containing  35,127  bottles,  have  been  sold. 

The  arrangement  which  was  made  at  the  end  of  last  year  for 
an  agent  in  the  District  to  receive  the  milk  and  deliver  it  to  cus¬ 
tomers  is  still  in  operation  and  works  satisfactorily. 

ICE  CREAM  VENDORS. 

The  improvement  which  I  reported  last  year  in  the  condition 
of  the  premises  where  ice-cream  is  manufactured  or  sold,  has  been 
maintained  this  year. 

The  occupiers  are  anxious  that  the  commodity  should  be  sold 
under  clean  conditions,  and  they  try  as  far  as  possible  to  sell  the 
ice-cream  in  wafers  in  preference  to  supplying  it  in  glasses. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  AND  MARGARINE  ACTS.

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PUBLIC  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

Complaints  of  offensive  smells  in  class  rooms  have  been 
received  from  teachers  in  two  of  the  Schools.  An  inspection  was 
made  in  each  case  and  the  matters  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

The  school  drains  and  sanitary  conveniences  are  flushed  once 
a  month  by  the  Council’s  staff. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901. 

WORKSHOPS. 

There  are  88  workshops  on  the  Register,  9  being  placed  thereon 
this  year. 

One  hundred  and  five  visits  have  been  made  to  the  Workshops 
and  Laundries  in  the  District,  20  rooms  required  limewashing  or 
cleansing,  13  rooms  were  measured,  and  3  workrooms  were  found 
to  be  overcrowded,  while  79  nuisances  were  discovered  in  connection 
with  workshop  premises  and  notices  served,  all  of  which  were 
complied  with. 

One  workshop  was  found  to  be  without  sufficient  closet  accom¬ 
modation,  and  the  work  of  making  this  provision  is  now  in  hand. 

Infectious  sickness  occurred  in  two  workshops,  one  in  Sea  forth 
and  one  in  Waterloo.  In  each  instance  the  patient  was  promptly 
removed  to  Hospital,  and  the  premises,  Ac.,  disinfected. 

His  Majesty's  Inspector  of  Factories  and  Workshops  was 
notified  of  8  workshops  which  were  found  to  be  unprotected. 

HOME  WORK. 

One  list  of  outworkers  has  been  received,  the  premises  were 
inspected  and  found  to  be  correct. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

The  bakehouses  have  been  visited  and  were  found  to  be  in  a 
satisfactory  condition.  In  some  instances  limewashing  was 
required,  and  this  was  carried  out  upon  verbal  intimation.  Two 
bakehouses  have  been  enlarged  and  the  ventilation  improved,  and 
two  new  bakehouses  have  been  erected. 

Five  certificates  were  issued  last  year  to  occupiers  of  under¬ 
ground  bakehouses,  and  one  was  used  for  which  a  certificate  had 
not  been  granted,  but  was  closed  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and 
a  bakehouse  above  ground  level  brought  into  use.  Also  an  under¬ 
ground  bakehouse  for  which  a  certificate  had  been  obtained  has 
ceased  to  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  baking. 

I  found  an  underground  bakehouse  being  used  in  Seafortli, 
and  no  application  had  been  made  for  a  certificate.  It  was  situated 
in  a  dark,  ill-ventilated  position,  and  did  not  comply  with  i ho 
Regulations  adopted  by  the  Council ;  therefore  the  occupier  agreed 
to  close  it, 
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Two  bakehouses  were  found  to  be  unprotected,  and  the 
Government  Inspector  was  notified  thereof.  There  are  now  39 
bakehouses  on  the  Register,  and  G4  visits  have  been  made  during 
the  year

TENTS,  SHEDS,  AND  VANS. 

The  living  vans  coming  into  the  District  have  been  visited 
from  time  to  time.  They  were  found  to  be  in  a  clean  condition 
and  free  from  overcrowding. 

A  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  from  one  of  the  vans  on 
W  allis’s  Field,  and  as  the  day  following  was  Wliit  Monday,  also 
in  view  of  the  large  number  of  persons  who  were  likely  to  visit  the 
Show,  the  case  was  removed  on  Sunday,  after  which  the  van  was 
taken  to  the  other  end  of  the  field  and  disinfected.  No  further 
cases  were  notified. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

One  hundred  and  eighteen  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  have 
been  reported  upon,  a  large  number  of  visits  being  made  in  con¬ 
nection  therewith,  and  also  to  persons  who  were  notified  by  outside 
authorities  as  having  been  exposed  to  the  infection  of  Smallpox, 
or  Plague,  &c.,  either  on  board  ship  or  elsewhere  outside  the 
District. 


DISINFECTION. 

One  hundred  and  five  rooms  were  disinfected  and  cleansed, 
paper  being  scraped  off  the  walls  where  necessary.  In  6  instances 
rooms  were  scraped  and  cleansed  by  the  Council,  at  the  request  of 
persons  upon  whom  notice  was  served,  or  in  default  of  compliance 
with  notice. 

The  steam  disinfecting  apparatus  was  used  277  times,  3,469 
articles  of  bedding,  &c.,  being  disinfected,  and  7  articles  were 
destroyed . 


NIGHT  SOIL  CONTRACT  AND  ASHPITS. 


The  ashpits  and  bins  in  the  District  have  been  systematically 
emptied  and  disinfected  by  the  Contractor,  the  pits  every  3  months, 
or  upon  application,  and  the  bins  weekly. 

The  number  of  such  emptyings  being  62,961,  which  shows  an 
increase  of  5,353  over  the  figures  of  last  year.  Contraventions  of 
the  contract  have  been  reported  from  time  to  time  and  dealt  with 
by  the  Committee. 

Sixty-six  galvanized  iron  bins  have  been  provided  in  lieu  of 
ashpits,  45  foul  and  defective  pits  being  filled  in  or  made  good,  and 
3  houses  provided  with  ashbin  accommodation.
